BRIDPORT police will make re¬ 
newed efforts to stamp out prop¬ 
erty crime in the area, following 
a spate of shed and garage breaks 
over the last two months. 

Officers have identified an “un¬ 
usual” increase in burglaries and will 
be targeting a reduction over the next 
few months, in an effort to get on top 
of the problem. 

Following a 30 per cent drop in 
breaks-ins last year, a sudden surge 
in the number of reported burglaries 
has alarmed police - a total of 15 
sheds and garages in the Bridport 
area have been broken into since 
April. 

Officers have worked closely with

patrol teams and CID colleagues so 
far and a number of arrests have al¬ 
ready been made. 

But now the force has confirmed it 
will be taking further action to help 
Bridport residents ensure their prop¬ 
erty is kept safe. 

Section Commander, Inspector 
Mike Darby, told View From Brid¬ 
port: “Last year we had one of the 
highest reductions in shed and 
garage breaks in the entire force, 
with around 30 per cent fewer breaks 
than the previous year. 

“However, since April we have

seen an unusual increase of 15 extra 
shed and garage breaks happening. 

“We live in a large rural area and 
because of its remoteness, it makes it 
very easy for these breaks to happen. 

“We want to get on top of this 
quickly and help to educate people 
on ways they can make their prop¬ 
erty more secure. 

“We will be turning our priorities 
toward crime prevention in order to 
tackle this problem, and will be tak¬ 
ing our ‘Sheducation’ stall around to 
community events so people can see 
how they can improve security. That 
will be our focus for the next six 
months.” 

The new approach is part of a real- 
location of priorities for the Bridport 
‘Safer Neighbourhood Team’, who 
will also be looking to clamp down 
on cyclists using the pavement after 
a number of complaints. 

In addition, CCTV cameras are set 
to be installed along South Street in a 
push to prevent town centre crime. 

Inspector Darby added: “We quite 
often get people complaining about 
cycling on the pavements. 

“This is anti-social and can be a 
real problem for elderly or vulnera¬ 
ble people in our town who find it 
difficult to get out of the way. 

“We have also been speaking to our 
partners at West Dorset District 
Council and the housing associa¬ 
tions, and we are looking at putting 
in CCTV on South Street within the 
next couple of weeks. 

“These priorities are quite flexible 
and change rapidly but if the prob¬ 
lem has not been solved we will con¬ 
tinue our efforts. 

“Feedback is the main way we un¬ 
derstand what the community wants 
and what they want from us, and this 
process has proven very effective in 
tackling issues in the past.”

DORCHESTER Royal British Legion President Les 
Cuff has his worries about the future of the Legion 
in the county town, despite a successful D-Day 70th 
commemoration in the past week. 

Les lost both his parents at an early age and, after 
a brief period with his grandmother, went to live in 
children's homes in Salisbury and Weymouth. It 
was from there that he watched the build-up to D- 
Day in and around Weymouth and Portland. 

Eventually, he followed his older brothers into 
the armed services but was stopped from seeing 
front-line service, literally at the last minute. 

He has worked on farms in and around the 
county, has a passion for tractors and steam en¬ 
gines and has been involved in many aspects of life 
in the county town - including the now-closed Con¬ 
servative Club. 


• WHAT are your memories of your older brothers 
and their military service? 

I remember them coming to see me two days before dis¬ 
embarking. They brought me a black ball and a fire engine 
which was a real beauty. I was the envy of all the other 
kids. I don't suppose at the time I really realised what was 
happening to them... my elder brother, Harry, who was 
known as"Bubbles" was captured and spent three or four 
years as a prisoner of war. He never spoke of it until six 
months before he died. My other brother, Eddie, was 73 
when he died. He spent much of the war in hospital with 
shrapnel in his head. They never removed all of it because 
it would have been too dangerous. 

• AND how much of D-Day do you remember? 

I was in a children's home in Weymouth so we could see 
the build-up going on. We lined up on Portland Road and 
the troops marching past us would throw us their money 
and bars of chocolate. It is something I will never forget. 

• WAS being in a children's home tough? 

I suppose it would be considered that now - but it was 
what we were used to. We had gardens to grow our own 
veg and, of course, we were expected to work. We weren't 
treated roughly, nothing like the abuse you hear about in 
some places, but we had to do what we were told. We had 
to make our own beds and darn our own socks and, of 
course, there would be regular inspections to check our 
nails and make sure we'd washed behind our ears. 

• AND I suppose you, like almost everyone else, left 
school at 14? 

Yes. The home found me a job in a paper shop in Fording- 
bridge. I was only there a week, I just couldn't stick it and 
the owners got fed up with me moaning and crying. I was 
then found an apprenticeship with Jack Jolliffe in Wey¬ 
mouth as a painter and decorator where I stayed until my 
call-up papers came. I wasn't impressed with the idea but 
I had to go. They put me in the Medical Corps, probably 
because I'd been in St John Ambulance in Weymouth. 

• HOW did you get on? 

It wasn't too bad to begin with but it knocked some of the 
others back a bit, being told what to do by a snotty Cor¬ 
poral. I was eventually posted toTidworth Military Hospi¬ 
tal but I couldn't stick working on the wards all the time. 
Then, one day, they called for volunteers to be parachute 



medics. I couldn't say "thank you" quick enough. I went 
basically to get out of the hospital but I also wanted to 
see some action. 

• AND did you? 

No, the nearest I got was the Suez Crisis. I got the papers 
and got to Brize Norton via the train at Salisbury. We were 
all loaded up in the plane with the engines running all 
ready to go when the pilot got the call that it was being 
aborted... my friends all went abroad but I never got out 
of the country. 

• HOW did you get involved with the Legion? 

I first joined at Stapleford, near Salisbury. My elder brother 
had always said that if you were in the forces you had to 
be in the Legion, but it wasn't until I came to Dorchester 
to work at Lower Skippet Farm that I really got involved. 
At time it was in High East Street, in the old brewery build¬ 
ing. We had hundreds of members and the building was 
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nowhere near big enough so we moved to Fordington, 
but that eventually went in the early 1990s and we ended 
up meeting wherever we could, usually in pub skittle al¬ 
leys. 

• AND what state is the Legion in today? 

Basically there's only a handful of us left; many members 
have died and others drifted away, mainly because we 
had no "home". We've tried to get younger members but 
to no avail. We have 40 or 50 members on the books but 
really there's only a few of us who take an active part, but 
I'm going to carry on as long as I can. 

• WHAT do you make of Dorchester's recent develop¬ 
ments? 

I don't think a lot of it is good for Dorchester. There's shops 
and other businesses out of the town centre which should 
be in the town centre. We need to keep the town centre 
alive. If they don't watch it they will ruin Dorchester with 
all the extra development. The new council offices have 
taken up too much parking space and the traffic system 
needs sorting out. 

• SO where would you live if not in Dorchester? 

I'm not likely to leave Dorchester but if I didn't live here I 
would like to try New Zealand. It seems a tranquil place 
and they never seem to have any trouble. 

• DO you have any hobbies? 

I used to do up vintage tractors but I'm a bit too old for 
that now, although I do collect model tractors. I've got 
one for every tractor I've ever worked on. 

• FAVOURITE foods? 

The only things I don't like are celery, sweetcorn and 
salmon - but I'll eat pretty much anything else!

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Plans to develop new town 'brand' 


COUNCILLORS and business leaders are working to¬ 
gether to create a new"brand"for Bridport that they 
hope could provide a stronger identity for the town 
and help to boost tourism. 

The town council's Market and Business Liaison 
Sub-Committee, which also works with representa¬ 
tives from the business community and other local 
organisations, is looking to develop the concept 
over the next few months. 

The central idea would be to create a unique image 
or"brand"for Bridport that could be reproduced on 
signs and other information facilities around the 
town, to tie-in with the recently commissioned town 
guide and a revamped community web site. 

Bridport Town Council Leader Sarah Williams ex¬ 
plained that a working group had been set up to de¬ 
velop the concept and representatives were hoping 
to produce something that made Bridport instantly 
"recognisable". 

She said: "We are working to create a tourist brand 
for Bridport which many people felt had been lack¬ 
ing. 

"The project is only in the discussion phase at the 
moment but we are looking at having the same 
image for Bridport on signs and facilities around the 
town - an image that can easily be spread across dif¬ 
ferent areas. 

"We want this brand to promote the town and help 
people to recognise Bridport straight away - it is 
about joined-up thinking and viewing the issue from 
lots of different perspectives."

Broadband rollout'on track' 


A MULTI-million pound rollout 
of high-speed broadband across 
Dorset is “on track” and residents 
will be able to see the benefits of 
the superfast service next month, 
according to experts. 

Bridport, Chideock and Char- 
mouth are all included in the first 
phase of the rollout programme, 
and work has now been com¬ 
pleted on an underground cable 
to connect the communities. 

Loders Parish Council has re¬ 
ported problems with its connec¬ 
tion, because of its location 
between the Bridport and Power- 
stock exchanges. 

But Superfast Dorset, the part¬ 
nership overseeing the rollout, 
says this is a common problem 
and there will be a solution. 

Speaking at a recent meeting of 
the Bridport Local Area Partner¬ 
ship, Superfast Dorset’s Abby 
Gordon-Farleigh said: “We are 


working hard to secure more 
funding and hopefully, as we con¬ 
tinue with the rollout, there will 
be a solution. 

“The issue at Loders is very 
well known and this is only one 
case - there are smaller areas 
around the county where this 
problem is occurring.” 

“Most of Bridport is in the 
phase one area and we are still on 
track with the rollout. 

“Work on the cable connecting 
Bridport and Charmouth has now 
been completed and we are look¬ 
ing at July for most people to take 
up the service.” 

Superfast Dorset, a partnership 
between the Government, BT and 
local councils is set to deliver 
speeds of at least 24Mbps and 
considerably higher in some 
places, with Bridport among the 
county’s first communities to 
benefit. 


Volunteers are also being en¬ 
couraged to come forward and 
help train others to use the high¬ 
speed service, providing assis¬ 
tance with basic computer skills 
and explaining the benefits of 
being connected. 

Abby Gordon-Farleigh added: 
“Our next aim is to drive take-up 
once the service has become 
available. 

“We will be running a digital in¬ 
clusion week later in the year and 
are looking for ‘digital champi¬ 
ons’ to help people get online for 
the first time. 

“We will be at Bridport Town 
Hall on July 16th to run sessions 
for older people and families, 
to help get people up to speed 
with what broadband can do for 
them. 

“This is part of a national effort 
to get people online and con¬ 
nected.”

Police join campaign 
to tackle courier fraud 


DORSET Police has joined with re¬ 
gional forces in a campaign to warn 
people of the increasing threat of 
courier fraud across the South West. 

Zephyr - the regional organised 
crime unit - has begun a high pro¬ 
file publicity campaign to warn peo¬ 
ple about the threat of courier fraud. 

The south west region has been 
targeted by fraudsters, who are 
preying particularly on vulnerable, 
elderly people, some of whom have 
been duped out of thousands of 
pounds during the past two months. 

The number of people who have 
been targeted in the region which 
covers Gloucestershire, Wiltshire, 
Dorset, Devon and Cornwall and 
Avon and Somerset police forces 
has now topped 211, with 68 reports 
in Dorset alone. Police now believe 
that the amount of cash obtained in 
this way could top half a million 
pounds. 

The fraudsters appear to be using 
the same approach across the re¬ 
gion. They first contact potential 
victims - who are normally elderly 
- by telephone. Victims are encour¬ 
aged by the fraudster, using an elab¬ 
orate and convincing reason, to 
withdraw large sums of cash, which 
they are asked to send to London by 
taxi or via a courier, who will col¬ 
lect the money from their home. 

The offenders often pose as police 
officers, claiming the money is po¬ 
tential evidence for an investigation 
and is needed so that it can be foren- 
sically examined. 

In one example, a pensioner in his 
eighties was at his home address in 


the Chapelhay area of Weymouth, 
when he received a telephone call 
from a man claiming to be a police 
officer with the Metropolitan Police. 

The conman told him that money 
had been drawn out of his account 
and replaced by counterfeit cash. 
The victim was advised to call 999 
to verify the caller’s details which 
he did - however it is believed he 
was still speaking to the fraudsters. 
He was then persuaded to hand over 
£26,000 in cash which he gave to a 
courier who attended his home ad¬ 
dress. 

Detective Sergeant Andrew Ken- 
nard from the Economic Crime 
Unit offers this advice: “We all 
know someone who could fall vic¬ 
tim to this sort of fraud, so it is vital 
that we work together as a commu¬ 
nity to make sure the message gets 
out to everyone - don’t give your 
personal details or PIN number to 
anyone, and make sure you always 
verify the identity of a caller before 
speaking to them. 

“If we all help to spread the word 
and look out for our family, friends 
and neighbours, this kind of fraud 
can be prevented.” 

Another scam involves someone 
claiming to be a police officer 
based in London, who informs the 
potential victim that people have 
been arrested in the capital and they 
had in their possession bank cards 
which contained details of the vic¬ 
tim. 

The victim is asked to call the po¬ 
lice to verify the matter. 

However, the fraudster does not 


replace his phone; the unsuspecting 
victim is still speaking to the fraud¬ 
ster. They are encouraged to pro¬ 
vide private banking details and 
may also be asked to withdraw 
cash. 

DCI Will White, of the regional 
organised crime unit - Zephyr, 
added: “The police and the banks 
will never ask you for banking de¬ 
tails or PIN numbers on the phone. 
Similarly, they would never send a 
so-called ‘courier’ to collect bank 
cards or money. 

“In recent incidents the victims 
did the right thing when they be¬ 
came suspicious of callers. They 
hung up the phone and called the 
police. They waited until they could 
hear a dial tone or used a different 
phone to call us, ensuring that the 
scammers weren’t still connected to 
the line. 

“The more we talk about this 
scam and the more people who are 
made aware of it, the less likely that 
they are to become victims. We 
need people to spread the word. 
You have elderly and vulnerable 
relatives, neighbours, colleagues or 
friends warn them to be vigilant and 
on their guard for telephone calls of 
this kind. 

“We are also appealing to taxi 
owners to be vigilant, especially if 
asked to courier small packages to 
London for elderly people.” 

If you think you have been a vic¬ 
tim of fraud or you are suspicious of 
a caller, report it to Dorset Police on 
101 or contact the dedicated Action 
Lraud team on 0300 123 2040. 


County crime falls to record low 


OVERALL crime in Dorset has fallen to a record low 
- but incidents of hate crime, sexual offences and 
alcohol related violence have risen. 

Almost 3,000 fewer crimes were recorded in the 
year by Dorset Police, the lowest since 1995, a 7.3 
per cent reduction in overall crime. 

Serious sexual offences rose by 52 to 472 re¬ 
ported offences, a 12.4 per cent increase although 
many were historic offences where victims had 


come forward after hearing about recent, national, 
prosecutions of high-profile offenders. 

Alcohol-related crime rose from 1,902 offences 
in the previous year to 2,275, a 19.6 per cent in¬ 
crease while hate incidents went up 13.7 per cent, 
to 290 - many of the offences relating to disabil¬ 
ity. 

Domestic abuse incidents also increased to 8,487 
reported incidents, 304 more than the year before. 
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Valuation could derail community bid for pub 


AN EXPERT in pub valuations has 
claimed that The Bottle Inn in Marshwood 
is worth less than half the current owners’ 
suggested asking price - a verdict that 
could affect plans for the pub to become 
community-owned. 

West Dorset District Council listed the 
pub as a community asset earlier this year, 
and the legislation gives village residents 
the opportunity to bid for the property be¬ 
fore it goes back on the open market. 

The Bottle Inn Supporters’ Association 
was set up to move the process forward, 
and the group says it was told by the own¬ 
ers - a couple currently living in Aus¬ 
tralia - that they would need to pay 
£450,000 for the pub. 

But now the group has been told the 
award-winning free house is worth far less 
than the suggested figure. 

Mark van de Weyer, chairman of the sup- 
porters’ association, said: “We have spo¬ 
ken to a consultant who specialises in pub 
deals in the South West and knows The 
Bottle Inn. 

“Given the capital investment that would 
be necessary if we bought the pub it is un¬ 
likely, in his view, to be worth more than 
£ 200 , 000 . 

“The huge difference between the two 
figures makes it very difficult to negotiate 
a deal in the time available.” 

The supporters association, which now 
has more than 100 members, was formed 
earlier this year with the intention of fight¬ 
ing to keep the pub open. 

Under the legislation, the group has until 
August to decide whether or not to make 
an offer to buy the pub. 


After this point, the owners have the 
right to put it back on the open market or 
seek an alternative use. 

Mr van de Weyer added: “Association 
members are discussing our next move in 
the light of this significant development. 


“I continue to believe that it is worth per¬ 
severing, but we need to recognise that it 
is not going to be easy to find a solution 
that secures the long-term future of the pub 
and if we do succeed it is likely to take a 
long time.” 


The Bottle Inn was named Pub of the 
Year by the West Dorset branch of the 
Campaign for Real Ale (CAMRA) earlier 
this month, but has been closed and re¬ 
opened on numerous occasions in recent 
years as ownership has repeatedly changed 


hands. 

The Bottle Inn dates back to 1585, and 
following its recent award, was described 
by CAMRA as “the perfect English coun¬ 
try pub”, with a “friendly” and “relaxed” 
manner. 


No 47 bus campaigners accuse 
council of broken promises 


DORSET County Council has gone back 
on promises made about the future of the 
No 47 bus service and the issue has been 
deliberately “kicked into the long grass”, 
campaigners said this week. 

The peak-time service, which is cur¬ 
rently subsidised by the council, is due to 
end on Saturday June 28th and com¬ 
muters have long argued that the bus link 
connecting Bridport with Yeovil and 
Crewkerne should be retained. 

A petition containing more than 2,000 
signatures was presented to the council 
earlier this year, and a decision will be 
made at the cabinet meeting on July 2nd 
- a few days after the service is due to 
stop. 

And in the latest developments, cam¬ 
paigners have accused council leader 
Spencer Flower of breaking promises 


made about the future of the No 47. 

Andy Pennington, a prominent member 
of the campaign, said: “Spencer Flower, 
when interviewed on the BBC’s Today 
programme last year, stated that only bus 
services where it was found there was 
‘significant under-utilisation’ would be 
axed. 

“But we have statistics that prove that 
at least 17 non-students use that peak¬ 
time service every day. 

“Spencer Flower has gone back on a 
promise he made on national radio and 
we think he should be held to account for 
it.” 

He added: “It is clear that the voluntary 
car schemes, dial-a-ride and other com¬ 
munity transport initiatives available, are 
not designed with commuters, jobseekers 
or students in mind. 


“Ironically, many state that they are de¬ 
signed for those unable to use public 
transport through disability.” 

Campaigners have conducted their own 
12-week survey and they argue that the 
number of non-student passengers using 
the service brings the average cost per 
person under the council’s own £5 base 
rate for rural bus subsidies. 

And they insist that under these criteria 
both the college and commuter services 
should be saved. 

Dorset County Councillor for Bridport 
Ros Kayes, who has been supporting 
campaigners, said: “It is clear that the 
cabinet, if it decides not to subsidise the 
service, will be going against the criteria 
that it has itself set for the subsidy of 
buses. Any such decision will be clearly 
open to challenge.” 


A Dorset County Council spokesperson 
said that it would have been “premature” 
to bring a report to cabinet for the June 
6th meeting, as campaigners had re¬ 
quested. 

The spokesperson added that negotia¬ 
tions were still ongoing and the next 
available date for a decision to be made 
was July 2nd. 

While discussions continue over the fu¬ 
ture of the No 47, bus operator Damory 
has announced an extension to its No 40 
service between Bridport and Beamin- 
ster, which will now travel as far as 
Crewkerne during the day. 

Announcing the news last week, 
Damory bosses also said they would con¬ 
sider a further extension to Yeovil in the 
future.

AN ICONIC Bridport hotel has 
been sold to London brewer 
Fuller's as part of an ambitious in¬ 
vestment package. 

The Bull Hotel in East Street, one 
of the town's landmark guest¬ 
houses, will change hands for the 
first time since 2006, after current 
owners Richard and Nikki Cooper 
decided to sell up and focus on 
their pizza and craft cider busi¬ 
ness, The Stable. 

As part of the investment deal, 
Fuller's will acquire a 51 per cent 
share of The Stable, and there are 
plans to add another 10 to 12 
restaurants across the south of 
England over the next three 
years.

Film crews caught on cliff edge 


FILM crews working on the second 
series of hit TV show Broadchurch 
have been criticised by coast¬ 
guards after shooting scenes in a 
dangerous location at East Cliff. 

The crew was filming on top of 
the cliff at West Bay when they 
were spotted, following repeated 
warnings from the coastguard for 
visitors to stay clear of the area due 
to its instability. 

Filming began this week after 
months of speculation around 
whether the series would be re¬ 
turning to the area 

But within days of the crew being 
back in the area, the show has 
caused controversy and experts 
quickly renewed warnings to keep 
a safe distance from the cliff edge. 

A spokesperson for Portland 
Coastguard said: "The Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency (MCA) al¬ 
ways advises people to stay away 
from cliff edges as they can be un¬ 
stable, particularly with the 


weather we have had in recent 
months. 

"Do not try to climb up and down 
a cliff unless you have the right 
equipment and have been trained 
in using it. 

"Cliff edges can be slippery, crum¬ 
bly and prone to collapse so it is a 
good idea to stay a safe distance 
away." 

The bad weather during the win¬ 
ter led to a series of rock falls and 
the area around East Cliff was 
closed off to the public on a num¬ 
ber of occasions to ensure visitors' 
safety. 

And coastguard officers were 
quick to reassert that the cliff 
edges still had the potential to 
cause an accident. 

Jamie Staple, station officer for 
West Bay Coastguard, said it was 
"not a case of if but when" the cliffs 
would fall and insisted his advice 
would have been to steer clear of 
the area. 


The film crew has since offered its 
assurance that health and safety is 
handled "very seriously" and that 
"precautions are always taken". 

Filming started on the new series 
last Wednesday (June 4th) and is 
expected to continue until the au¬ 
tumn. 

And local traders are soon hoping 
to see an increase in visitors to the 
area. 

SteveTucker, who runs the Ellipse 
Bar and Bistro in West Bay, said: 
"Last year we had a lot of people 


come in and ask questions and saw 
a big increase in people coming to 
the area. 

"This year I hope more people 
and fans will be coming down dur¬ 
ing the summer and when the new 
series is broadcast to see the 
scenes of Broadchurch" 

The BAFTA-award winning series 
- featuring David Tennant and 
Olivia Colman - has put West Bay 
on the map and the resort has 
been named in the Radio Times' 
top ten TV settings of last year.

Community partnership facing 
impact of council service review 


A CRUCIAL network of community 
groups and organisations in the Bridport 
area is facing an uncertain future as a re¬ 
sult of a district council service review 
that could lead to funding support being 
withdrawn. 

The Bridport Local Area Partnership 
(BLAP) is a key arm of the council’s 
community planning initiative, which is 
designed to give local people more say in 
the development of their area. 

Representatives from parish councils 
and a range of community bodies meet 
regularly to discuss major development 
issues, and the partnership acts as a net¬ 
work to keep groups connected and co¬ 
ordinate action. 

But West Dorset District Council is re¬ 
viewing its financial commitment to the 
partnership as part of a community plan¬ 
ning service review, which could see the 
positions of paid officers working to sup¬ 
port the project cut. 

And at a meeting of the BLAP steering 
group held this week, members ex¬ 
pressed their concern at the proposals 
and vowed to “fight” to keep the struc¬ 
ture of the partnership intact. 

BLAP chairman Maureen Jackson said 
the partnership was a “united front” for 
community groups. 

She said: “Nobody is saying that if the 
funding was to be withdrawn that BLAP 
would cease to exist. But the future rests 
on having a fully paid community plan¬ 
ning officer.

“We can all represent the partnership 
but there is no way we can do the work 
that is being done. As far as I am con¬ 
cerned, I believe you should try to retain 
what you have before you start looking 
ahead. But we will obviously have to 
look at options.” 

Representing the Partnership for Older 
People (POPP), Dominic Knorpel added: 
“If you think about what BLAP means to 
its members, it stands for community re¬ 
silience - it should be seen as a vital arm 
of local governance.” 


Direct funding for local area partner¬ 
ships across West Dorset is currently 
under review, with staffing support for 
the community planning process identi¬ 
fied as a possible area to make savings. 

WDDC has outlined around £80,000 
that could be saved by the 2016/17 finan¬ 
cial year. 

And Bridport Town Clerk Bob Gillis 
said that, despite its “fantastic” reputa¬ 
tion, BLAP could not “take it for 
granted” that funding would continue. 

He said: “Dorset County Council used 
to put £5,000 into funding BLAP, in ad¬ 
dition to that provided by WDDC. But I 
do not think locally we can take it for 


granted that the funding will continue - 
other areas do not get it. We need to look 
at the options for BLAP. It has got a fan¬ 
tastic reputation across Dorset and other 
town clerks tell me how lucky we are to 
have it. But we cannot be blase about it - 
cuts are coming in local government.” 

Richard Nicholls, representing the 
Campaign for the Protection of Rural 
England (CPRE), added: “My worry is 
that BLAP is being pushed to one side. If 
this gets through it will take away the 
democratic process in Bridport. 

“It would be disgraceful for it to be 
pulled apart - people look to us and we 
have got to fight for this.”

Advice network could transform services 


A MAJOR project, which could transform 
the way advice services are provided in the 
Bridport area, will be discussed by repre¬ 
sentatives from key organisations later this 
month. 

Bridport & District Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau is leading efforts to form a Local Ad¬ 
vice Network (LAN), comprised of 
voluntary advice-giving groups from 
across the town. 

The aim is to bring the organisations 
closer together, allowing them to share in¬ 
formation and expertise and make the 
most of limited resources. 

A new adult social care ‘hub’ for Brid¬ 
port could be approved in September fol¬ 
lowing a Devon County Council 
consultation on the service, and advice or¬ 
ganisations are looking into the possibility 
of setting up a similar shared facility 
within the ‘hub’, which they could use to 
further reduce costs. 

The first of four key LAN meetings will 
be held on Wednesday, June 25th with a 
view to taking the project forward, and key 
figures are optimistic that the project will 
attract interest. 

Roy Tarsnane, trustee board chairman of 
the Bridport & District Citizens Advice 
Bureau, said: “What is happening all over 
the country, and particularly in Dorset, is 
that we are getting together all the advice 
agencies in our area and trying to find a 
better way to operate that is more efficient 
and more effective - we are trying to find 
different ways of working. 

“We can all take the advice of each other 
to achieve that, by cooperating and sharing 
expertise.

“There are advice services in Bridport 
for young and old, but the Citizens Advice 
Bureau looks after everybody and our staff 
are highly trained - there are ways of de¬ 
veloping the network so that we can help 


others.” 

An open letter was recently sent out to 
voluntary advice-giving organisations and 
charities in the Bridport area. 

And it is hoped that representatives will 
come forward to join CAB, Magna Hous¬ 
ing, Age UK and other schemes at the 
meeting. 


Mr Tarsnane added: “There will be a 
number of speakers leading the discus¬ 
sions but the main aim of the meeting is to 
create interest and interaction amongst the 
delegates. 

“The future development of the LAN 
will be dependent on the involvement of 
all interested parties and it is hoped that 


Bridport will be at the forefront of the de¬ 
velopments of LANs across Dorset.” 

Funding for the project has been pro¬ 
vided for the Dorset Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau, together with partners Shelter, 
Ansbury, and the Dorset Race Equality 
Council, by the Advice Services Transition 
Funding (ASTF).

NEW FOOTBRIDGE AT FISH PASS | Work has been completed on a new footbridge by the Gundry 
Weir fish pass on the River Brit. As part of the construction of the fish pass, the footbridge over the 
weir was removed but has now been replaced to ensure long-term use of the public footpath. The 
project, led by the Environment Agency, was to install fish passes at West Bay sluices. Palmers Brew¬ 
ery Weir, Jessop's Weir on the River Asker and Gundry Weir on the River Brit. The pass, consisting of 
baffles fixed to a concrete ramp, helps the fish and eel move over Gundry Weir and migrate upstream 
by providing a shallower gradient that is more suitable for them to move through

Coastguard team in dog cliff rescue 


A STRANDED dog was rescued 
by coastguard teams after it fell 
over a cliff between West Bay 
and Eype this week. 

Portland Coastguard’s Maritime 
Rescue Coordination Centre 
(MRCC) reported the incident to 
the team on the morning of Mon¬ 
day, June 9th. 

And teams from the West Bay 
Coastguard sped to rescue the 
Jack Russell, which had slipped 
and fallen after chasing birds. 

A spokesperson for West Bay 
Coastguard said: “The dog was 
being taken for a walk by its own¬ 


ers on a lead when it suddenly ran 
to chase some birds in the under¬ 
growth, slipping off its lead in the 
process. 

“It was last seen running near 
the cliff edge and the owners pre¬ 
sumed that it had fallen over the 
side.” 

Eight Rescue Officers re¬ 
sponded, including the Station 
Officer and Deputy Station Offi¬ 
cer, with the Coastguard Rescue 
Vehicle (CRV) and Cliff Rescue 
Trailer. 

The spokesperson added: “The 
dog was spotted and found to be 


in a very precarious position 
around 40 metres down the face 
of the cliff on a small outcrop un¬ 
able to move up or down. 

“An officer was lowered over 
the edge of the cliff to rescue the 
animal then both were winched 
back to the top. 

“This incident had a very happy 
outcome but our advice to dog 
walkers remains clear: always 
keep your dog on a lead and 
never attempt a self-rescue - 
instead dial 999 and ask for the 
Coastguard.” 


County council launch £700K 
health and wellbeing fund 


A MAJOR new grants fund will invest £700,000 
over the next two years in community health and 
wellbeing projects across Dorset, Bournemouth and 
Poole. 

The “Inspired by 2012” Health and Wellbeing 
Legacy Fund is managed by Dorset County Council 
and will build on the success of the 2012 Olympic 
and Paralympic Games. 

Dorset County Council Cabinet member for com¬ 
munities, Colin Jamieson said: “This is really great 
news for Dorset. Through the fund, we will support 
projects that improve the physical or mental health 
of people in Dorset, especially in areas where it will 
have the biggest impact. This is an amazing oppor¬ 
tunity for organisations of all kinds to get some 


funding to deliver projects that inspire people into 
making positive lifestyle choices. 

“We want to invest the £700,000 in projects that 
have an impact, inspire people and bring about a 
lasting change.” 

There will be four rounds of funding over the next 
two years. The fund’s first application window is 
open now and closes at 5pm on Friday, August 1st 
with decisions to be made in early October. The sec¬ 
ond funding window will be open during December 
and January, with two further funding rounds in 
2015.

Illustrated extensively by rare archive photographs, maps 
and drawings, this historical journey begins at Portland, 
where remnants of the Mulberry Harbour that fuelled the 
Normandy Invasion still stand. The tour continues to 
Weymouth, the embarkation point for thousands of 
American soldiers, and then Chesil Beach, which had 
been heavily defended earlier in the war, when it was 
feared that a Nazi invasion could strike at Lyme Bay. 
Other highlights include visits toTyneham Village, where 
American troops trained in readiness for the invasion of 
the continent; Warmwell aerodrome, from where Spitfires 
defended Britain and USAAF Lightnings took the fight to 
the enemy; and St Aldhelm's Head, where TRE Worth 
Matravers performed such vital work in the development 
of radar. 

Dorchester, Lyme Regis, Winyard's Gap, Sherborne, 
Blandford Forum, Bourne-mouth, Poole and Studland are 
also among the other places visited in this tribute to an 
extraordinary period in Dorset's history.
